And to the end that all Perſons for that purpoſe may come prepared, We have thought fit to dire, that 
they bring with them all ſuch V Vills, Evidences, Charters, and other V Vritings, whereby the reſpe- 
ive charitable U ſes were given, limited and appointed as concern the ſame, And that any Perſon or 
Perſons inthe mean time may apply themſelves tothe Clerk attending Us in the Execution of this Commil- 
fon for further direEtion and afhiſtance therein. And that his Lordſhip having been therewith atten- 
ded, did approve of the Order above-mentioned, and directed the ſame ſhould be forthwith Prinrced, and Pu-
